by our board. From our investieu 
tion we conclude that the services 
rendered by the teaching force are 
performed with the least reasonable 
amount of compensation.

and considerate, and this spirit has 
been appreciated by the students; he 
he shown a fatherly care for the 
interests and welfare of the students. 
We do not believe there is an _ in- 
stitution in the country where there 
exists a higher moral standard. 
“There bas been inaugurated what 
is known as the students’ council, 
which is giving much assistance to 
the dean. We note that since our 
meeting there has been a meeting of 
the students of the university 
which resolutions were passed asking 
the faculty to dismiss from the in- 
stitution any student who uses intox- 
icants or who becomes intoxicated. 
At the time we were there we were 
assured that there was but very little, 
if any, drinking amongst the students.

Parents Reassured. 

“We are proud to-be able to make 
this report and we can assure the 
parents of the state they need have 
no fear of sending their sons and 
daughters to the university. 

“We call attention to another fact: 
the admission of female studentg to. 
the university has proved a great ad- 
vancement in many respects. ese 
students are faithful and ambitious: 
they stand high in their classes. Any 
trouble that was anticipated on ac- 
count of coedueation has not deyel- 
oped, but on the contrary their ~ad- 
inission to the different schools has 
liad a great and beneficial result. They 
have given no tronble, so far as. the 
rules are concerned, and have show’ 
themselves amenable to discipline: 
they neither ask nor expect any in- 
dilgence or favors on account of 
their sex. They stand high in their 
classes and we are firmly of the opin- 
ion that in the coming years the uni- 
versity will be proud of the record 
that these students will make in the 
different vocations into which they 
may enter, helped on ag they will he 
by the advantages which they have 
derived from their attendance at the 
university. 

‘There is one necessity that must 
be met; it™is necessary and impera- 
t‘ve; these students have no “dormi- 
tory; they must get board and lodg- 
irg as hest they can outside of the 
university in the city of Athens. and

trouble in finding proper acceommoda- 
tions, even at great expense. We 
rrust that the legislature will meet 
this. Tt wonld not take se much 
money, hut the women of Georgia that 
desire to attend the university ought 
to he provided with dormitory accom- 
miodations. 

“This matter cannot he urged too 
stronzly upon the legislature; and we 
present it as urgently as we are able 
to do by this report to the board of 
trustees... The 180 female students 
now in attendance upon the institu- 
tion would alone make a college. If 
they were placed in a separate college 
they’ could not be furnished by the 
state with the opportunities offered 
by the different departments of the 
university. Of course if we should get 
the funds the location would be a 
matter to be fixed by the board. 

Matters of Economy. 

“(d) This division of the resolu- 
tion calls upon us to consider and ’re- 
port upon any matter of economy that 
is practical and advisable in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the unt-

versity. A consideration of this mat- 
ter has been in the main adverted to 
our other recommendations. We must 
say that after a full consideration of 
all matters we conclude that the aa- 
ministration of the affairs of the uni- 
| versity is earried on economically. 
| We are not prepared to point out any

ed under existing conditions. 

“For rears the hoard of trustees 
has urged upon the legislature, be- 
ginning at least fifteen years azo, the 
necessity of a central heating planr;

If this $50,000 is withdrawn from our 
support, it is impossible to see how 
the institution can get along. We 
do, not know what, if anything, has 
beén done in an effort to meet the 
demands of the department of the in- 
terior, but we can’t too strongly urge 
the necessity of meeting the re- 
quiremenst of the United States gov- 
ernment. This much is said: for the 
reason we think it is necessary to 
present it.

who are members. It will be found 
that the law schools of Emory univer-

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 

Elsewhere in The Constitution 
today is the text of the full report 
made, after six months of careful, 
detailed study of the Georgia state 


university situation, by a committee 
from the board of trustees, appoint- 
ed by that body early in December, 


1923. 

The report was unanimously ac- 
cepted by the trustees. 

It is one of the most exhaustive 
“analyses of the distressing situa- 
tion existing in Georgia’s higher 
educational system that has yet 
been made, opening up as it does 
features with which the public is 
not familiar, and which are of such 
burning significance that the ap- 
proaching legislature can not afford 
to ignore. 

Briefly, the finding is that the 
Georgia university, the brilliant his- 
tory of which is almost a part of 
the history of the state, is being 
literally starved to death by the 
state, and cannot longer meet the 
demand on it, and maintain its pres- 
ent standard, unless the general as- 
sembly shows a more liberal spirit 
toward it—and that at once. 

That is the plain, unvarnished 
fact about it; and members of the 
legislature who read the report— 
and certainly every member ~ who 
wants to serve his state unselfishly 
and with an open mind should read 
ite-will see that the conclusion has 
been reached through the course 
of an investigation that has gone to 
the very bottom of the situation, 
earnestly, courageously and without 
bias. | 

The annual state appropriation 
to the university is now the same 
as it was when the student body 
was less than 400. Today it Is 
4,700. The increase in male ma- 
triculation has been tremendous; and 
women are now being admitted, 
with the matriculation being in- 
creased every year. Think of it— 
the same state appropriation for 
maintenance as when the university 
had only one student to serve for 


every four it is serving today.

By reason of this condition, due 
to a narrow-sighted policy of the 
assembly, the board of trustees has 
been stinted to the point of miser- 
liness, and the salary payroll is today 
pitiably small. 

Notwithstanding this the work 
has been and is being done wonder- 
fully well. 

But new conditions have arisen 
which make a greater appropriation 
now absolutely necessary, or the 
continued usefulness of this great 
institution will be seriously im- 
paired. 

Surely there is no real sound- 
thinking, forward-looking Georgian 
in the assembly who can see the 
situation as it is, and refuse the 
proper support for an institution 
that means so much to the welfare 
of the state through the proper 
training of its young men and wom- 
en—the citizens of tomorrow. 

What are these conditions that 
make a revised appropriation for the 
university now absolutely essential? 

It will be recalled that three years 
ago, when the salary list was on a 
before-the-war basis, when living 
costs were cheap, with the board 
having no funds to pay more, un- 
der the changed conditions, many 
‘professors were about to be lost to 
other institutions. 

At the time a donation from the 
General Educational Board of $40,- 
000 a year for three years saved the 


beget the situation with the belief 
that the state of Georgia would 
continue it. 

This fund expired June ist, this 
year. It is obvious, therefore, that 
the state, through the legislature, 
must step in and provide its con- 
tinuance, or the consequences will 
be serious. 

The Morrell federal fund of $50,- 
000 is essential, so much so that 
the university cannot possibly get 
along without it, and maintain its 
standard. 

And yet the department of in- 
terior is now complaining, and un- 
less the terms upon which this 
fund is provided are met by the 
State, it cannot possibly be retained. 

That is one of the. most impera- 
tive features attached to the whole 
Situation. 


What is the legislature going to

The institution has had no new 
equipment in generations. 
It is marvelous how masterfully 


growing demands under the stress 
of poverty that pinches it from 
year to year. 


Shall this situation continue, and 
Shall the state, blind and deaf to 
its obligation, let this great, useful 
system go into discard, or sink to 
inefficiency through lack of sup- 
port? . 

Surely Georgians are too proud, 
too far-seeing, too resourceful for 
that. 

The legislature meets shortly and 
then the answer will be written. 

This special committee’s finding 
goes into the details of student 
body department, service, faculty, 
curriculum—indeed all of the fea- 
tures associated with university 
Service and management. | 

Every Georgian will have a deep- 
er regard for the university by hay- 
ing read it, and it 1s worthy of 
note that the report of the Board 
of Visitors, published today, cor- 
roborates every statement made in 


the special committee’s report. 


MYSTERY OF LIFE. 


A prominent minister was re- 
cently quoted as saying that the 
microscope should be smashed. 

What he meant was that. the re- 
searches of science are destroying 
the mystery of life and therefore 
taking away from religion one of its 
chief attractions for the human 
mind. From the dawn of intelli- 
gence upon the earth mystery has 
appealed powerfully to the imagina-

In the course of human progress 
many old and cherished mysteries 
have been wiped out, but new and 
more wonderful ones have appear- 
ed on the ever-expanding horizon 
and today the lure of the unknown 
is more potent and more enchant- 
ing than ever before. 

It is to be hoped that the min- 
ister quoted is not representative 
of any considerable group of reli- 
gious leaders, His theory put into 
practice would seek to stifle 
thought, check progress and turn 
the minds of men backward to the 
darkness and gloom of the medieval 
past. 

No amount of scientific investi- 
gation can destroy the mystery of 
life, This mystery broadens and 
deepens with each forward step, and 
instead of advancing knowledge de- 
Stroying mystery, gives to it the 
thrill of reality and invests it with 
a new and profound dignity. 

As to the values which the ele- 
ment of mystery has contributed to 
religions in the past or may con- 
tribute in the future, thinking 
minds are likely to differ, but there 
is not much room for divergence of 
opinion on one thing and that is 
that the path of progress must be 
lighted by the searchlight of knowl- 


edge. 
The great fundamentals of re- 


ligion—love, mercy and fair play— 
are eternal and cannot be destroyed 
by the microscope or anything 
which men can make. The piercing 
light of all the knowledge in the 
world focused on these virtues 
serves only to give them added 
lustre. | 7

CONSERVATION OF BABY DOPE. 
_ A grandmother wrote me recently 
that of the three children she had 
raised none had ever tasted castor oil 
until the baby of one of the daugh- 
ters was a week old, and then some 
doctor up and prescribed a beaker of 
it for the young mother. ‘This rare 
srandmother said that she had used 
rhubarb in place of castor oil. The 
aromatic syrup of rhubarb is a perfect 
substitute for castor oil in any cir- 
cumstances, . 

But, folks, have a heart. There is 
seldom good reason for starting the 


baby on the medicine habit. It is a 
deplorable mistake to assume that a 
baby just‘naturally has to have colic 
or indigestion or costiveness or med- 
icine, Once in a hundred cases it 
might be unfair to deprive an infant of 
medicine for the relief of colic or 
an overload of food or costiveness, but 
as a general rule the baby’s need for 
any such medicines or the parents’ no- 
tion that he needs such medicines 
may be ascribed to improper feeding 
or improper care, and it is manifestly 
unfair to the helpless baby, not to 
mention the harm done, to inflict upon 
him medicine or other treatmert for 
such mistakes of the parents or oth- 
ers responsible for the baby’s care. 

As a health maxim I should for- 
mulate this rule for those who have 
babies at their mercy: - 

Never give a baby the first dose of 
medicine unless by the doctor’s order. 

The three conditions I mentioned— 
colic, indigestion and costiveness— 
are the usual excuses for starting ba- 
bies on the medicine habit, and the 
greater the ignorance or neglect of 
parents and others having the care of 
babies, in regard to the feeding and 
care of babies, the more frequently 
are these excuses advanced. This 
comes doubly hard on the baby—he 
must suffer not only the improper 
feeding and lack of care or improper 
care, but also the pernicious effects cf 
the nostrums or dope inflicted upon 
him in the vain endeavor to remedy 
these ill effects. 

I shall try to present in a series of 
articles the important points which, 
as it seems to me, are least under- 
stood by parents and others with ba- 
bies in their care, and endeavor to 
show the influence of improper feed- 
ing and improper care upon the ec- 
currence of colic, indigestion and cos- 
tiveness, particularly costiveness or 
constipation, for that is the excuse 
for most of the harmful doping. 

First it should be more clearly un- 
derstood that a food which agrees 
perfectly with the baby is not neces- 
sarily the right food for the baby, for 
there are many food formulas, both 
proprietary and home made, which 
seem to “agree” perfectly but which. 


are nevertheless entirely inadequate} - 


for the proper nourishment of the 
baby. This notion that if the mother 
can only find a food which the baby 
will take readily and seem to digest 
without difficulty, all is well, leads 
to grave consequences in many cases, 
the least of which is costiveness or 
constipation. It often happens that 
for a while at least the food or formula 
which the baby should have doesn’? 
seem to “agree” and on that ground, 
be it sufficient or not, the mother 
c the formula or “tries” some 
other food—to the detriment of the 
baby’s welfare. P

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Urges Passage of Laws 
To Reduce Accidents 
At Railroad Crossings 


Editor Constitution: In practical- 
ly every paper or periodical you rea 
there is some article on how to save 
this crop or that, or how to market 
this or that article to the best ad- 
vautage, all of which, of course, 1s 
splendid, however, in our eagerness to 
make money and accumulate property, 
our people of today have given but lit- 
tle of their time and thought to the 
saving of human life and limb: ‘For 
what is a man profited, if he gain 
the whole world and lose his own 
soul (life) ?” 

During the past 25 years there 
has grown up within our country an 
industry almost unparalleled fer the 
rapidity and extent of its develop- 
ment, Starting from practically zero 
point in 1898, the automotive indus- 
try has advanced to a production of 
4.086.997 automobiles and trucks in 
the year just past. Of this number} 
there were 3,694,257 passenger cars. 
On December 31, 1923, there were ac- 
tually registered in continental United 
States 16,444,373, or an equivalent of 
one automobile to every seven peo- 
ple. Our own state of Georgia is 
not quite so automobile mad as some 
of the other states and shows that 
there is only one automobile to every 
seventeen people. 

In 1898 there were 657 people kill- 
ed at railroad crossings. During the 
six years ending December 31, 1922. 
there were 10,911 persons kilied and 
29,591 injured at railroad highway 
crossings. The interstate commerce 
commission in its report of 1923, for 
the one year alone, shows that 2,246 
persons were killed and 6,207 in- 
jured at railroad grade crossings. A 
total of 13,157 killed and 35,798 in- 
jured in the past seven years. These 
figures are sufficient to indicate the 
serious increase in such deaths and 
injuries to impress upon us the need 
for action towards their cur‘ailment. 
The need for their modification or re- 
duction appeals to us from several 
angles; namely, that of humanity, 
public duty, pride and cost. 

Several Remedies. 

There are several ways to handle 
the problems of accident prevention 
on highway crossings, chief of which 
are engineering, education and legal 
process. 

On the 31st day of December, 1921, 
there were 252,022 grade level cross- 
ings over class 1 railroads operating 
in the United States, after deducting 
485 crossings which were eliminated 
that year. The elimination of cross- 
ings by the abolition of grades is an 
of the problem. 
However, we are instantly confronted 
with two insurmountable elements— 
time and expense. It would take six 
hundred years to remove the cross- 
ings at the rate that they are be- 
ing eliminated at the present time. 
Competent engineers have estimated 
it would cost in the rural and urban 
districts $50,000 per crossing, and 


By use of simple arithmetic 
it will be shown it would take $12,- 
500,000,000. It is almost impossible 
for us to conceive of what this means. 
The allies reparation demands of 
Germany for all damages inflicted in 
any way. shape or form in the recent 
war is $7,500,000,000 for six years 
of horrible warfare. The cost to 
eliminate all crossings would exceed 
this amount by two-thirds. 

To try and do more than a gradual 
elimination even if the counties did 
their part, would bankrupt both coun- 
ties and railroads, and by extra taxa- 
tion and increased’ transportation 
costs would work a hardship on the 
people, for it is they after all who 
would have to pay the bill. 

There ig much that the counties 
ean do in eliminating obstructions 
and useless road or highway signs, 
and the railroads should not cease 
their study and adoption of warning 
devices until the bighest perfection 
has been reached. They should keep 
up with the latest and. best equipment, 
such as whistles, bell and headlight. 
By education, the automobile driver 
should exercise the highest degree of 
care, and his passengers—whether 
paid passengers or guests, should in- 
sist that he drive his car accordingly.

Authorities having power to issue li- 
censes should be empowered and re- 
quired to decline renewal for substan- 
tial period of time in cases of in- 
toxication, recklessness, incompetency, 
defiance of legal regulations or fre- 
quency of mishaps.

No more sustained - brilliance has 
ever been witnessed In track meets 
than that displayed in the two-day 
tests at Cambridge, where the pick 
of talent from all parts of the coun- 
try, in a desperate and thrilling bat- 
tle for places, smashed three world’s 
marks and eclipsed records in four- 
teen instances. ae 
“Though veterans held their share 
of the limelight, ihe vast majority of 
the team that emerged from the trials 
is composed of new Olympic timber. 
schoo] and college stars upon whose 
vonthful shoulders the brunt of the 
international battle will rest. Only a 
score of thise picked for the team 
are survivors of the 1920. Olympics 
at Antwerp, but the sensational fash- 
ion in which newcomers met the acid 
tests convinced observers that Amer- 
ica is prenared for the crucial fight 
as she seldom has been before. 

Finland, the little country whose
